REMARKS 

Claims 1-82 were examined. Claims 1-82 remain in the Application. 

The Patent Office rejects claims 1-6 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e). The Patent Office rejects 
claims 1-6, 8-11, 14-15, 18-28, 30-32, 35, 38-44, 48-51, 55-59, 61-63, 66, and 69-79 under 35 
U.S.C. §102(b). The Patent Office rejects claims 7, 12-13, 16-17, 29, 33-34, 36-37, 45, 47, 52- 
54, 60, 64-65, 67-68 and 80-82 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a). Reconsideration of the claim rejections 
is respectfully requested in view of the following remarks. 

A. 35 U.S.C. §102(e): Rejection of Claims 1-6 

The Patent Office rejects claims 1-6 under 35 U.S.C. §102(e) as anticipated by U.S. Patent 
6,150,186 issued to Chen et al. ( Chen ). As in their previous response, Applicants again submit 
that claim 1 is not anticipated by Chen , because Chen does not describe an interconnection element 
including a first element material and a second element material, in which one of the materials 
comprises a material having a transformable property such that, upon transformation, a shape of 
the interconnection element is modified. More specifically, according to one embodiment in Chen . 
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
